in Ohio financial institu tions escaped tax ation last y ear. 
Billions of dollars in mortgages 
and bonds also failed to get on the du plicate. As a resu lt the home owner and the farm er 
bore the bru nt of the tax ation bu rden.

Ohio is the only state in the United States operating u nder a straight u niform ru le. 
In ev ery state hav ing a modified u niform ru le su ch as the constitu tional tax amendment 
nrov ides the tax rev enu e has been increased making it possible to lower the tax se on 
homes and farms and other real estate. New York Pennsy lv ania, New Jersey Vermont 
Mary land, Sou th Dakota, Minnesota,, Kentu cky and Kansas are some of the states that 
hav e a modified ru le—a ru le that makes wealth pay tax es as well as real estate 
No state 
hav ing once adopted a modified u niform ru le has ev er gone back to the straight u niform 
ru le.
